As  nnuiy  of  the  miners  from  the  Klon- 
dike had  arrived  in  Seattle  before  July 
l.'itli,  that  inornin;;  saw  a  lonj;  line  of 
them,  with  their  precio\is  liurdens,  in  front 
of  th(^  assay  (tftiee  when  it  opened  for 
Itusiness  al   nine  u'eluek.      It   was  a  sight 


not  (|iiickly  to  lie  for>,'otten.  The  looks  of 
anvieiy  depicted  upon  the  faces  of  those  in 
waitini,^.  the  furrows  caused  hy  the  rouyh 
inuch  of  the  north  wind,  and  the  u'eiieral 
unkcm|it  a|)pearance  of  the  mineis.  tohl 
the  bystander  that  these  were  men  who 
hail  escaped  none  of  the  hardships  incident 
lo  life  in  the  wilds  of  the  Arctic  Circle. 
They  were  the  tirst  to  set  in  l)usiness  mo- 
tion the  machinery  of  an  institution  which 
is  now  a  well-reci)i,niizeil  factor  in  the 
future  development  of  the  I'acitic  north- 
west. Deposits  continue(i  throun'hout  (he 
day,  and  at  its  close  se\ciity-four  hearts 
had  been  made  happy  by  the  frovernmenfs 
receipt  and  'J4.IIJ  ounces  of  j,r,,lil-(lust 
were  in  the  pivernment"s  charge.  Jixnl 
flius  bej;-an  wluit  lias  since  developed  into 
one  of  the  lurj^est  institutions  of  its  kiml 
in  the  worUi. 

The  f^eneral  features  of  receivinjj;  and 
determininif  the  value  of  {^ohl-dust  at  an 
assay  otiice  are   interestini,'.       Tlie   weiyht 
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ill  uuiiecs  and  luiiulrt'iltlis  is  tirsi  a^M•l■^- 
tained  by  weighing,'  the  tliist  on  scales 
sensitive  to  one-thousandth  of  an  ounce. 
This  weight  is  double-clie(,-ked  to  avoid 
the  j)ossibility  of  error.  The  (Upositor's 
signature  and  address  are  ttikeii.  and  then 
a  negotiable  receipt,  specifying  the  weight 
of  his  treasure  in  ounces  and  hundredtiis, 
is  issued  to  him.  He  is  then  instructed 
to  call  either  tlu'  next  day  or  tlie  day  there- 
after, when  settlement  will  im  made.  If 
he  needs  money  immediately,  any  of  the 
Seattle  banks  will,  upon  indorsement  of 
the  assay  oHice  recei|>t  over  to  them  and 
after  verifying  its  genuineness,  advance 
funds  thereon.  If,  however,  the  <lepositor 
wishes  to  leave  the  city  the  sann?  day, 
j)aymenl  is  arranged  for  at  once. 

When  taken  olf  tlu-  balances,  the  depo.sit 
is  immediately  i)laced  in  a  self-locking 
steel  receptacle,  and  soon*  thereafter  deliv- 
ered over  to  the  melter.  who  reweighs  !t, 
ami  places  it  in  a  grai)hit(!  crucil)le,  which 
is  set  within  a  gas  furnace  where  it  is  s»d)- 
jectcd  to  about  :J20(»°  of  heat  for  a  ])eriod 
of   time  corresponding   somewhat   with    the 


si/e  of  the  contents.  This  meliiug  proce-> 
separates  the  impurities  from  the  gohi 
dust,  leaving  practically  but  gold  ami 
silver  in  solution.  Aftir  the  proper  tiiiir 
has  elapsed,  the  melt  is  poured  into  a  slci  I 
mold  that  it  may  be  formed  into  a  bai. 
After  cooling,  the  bar  is  given  a  bath  of  u 
very  weak  solution  of  stdi)huri<'  ai'id  ii 
remove  any  foreign  substance  adhering  in 
i's  surface.  It  is  then  reweighe<l  and  tl.r 
weight  doublc-ciu?cked.  after  which  it  ;s 
delivered  to  the  Assay  Department,  wlific 
a  small  chip  is  taken  from  diametricallv 
o|)positi'  corners,  for  the  ])urj)osi'  of  as.sa\ 
ing.  The  bar  is  then  returned  to  the  As 
sayer  in  ("harge,  when  it  is  again  weigheil 
and  the  weight  iloid)le-checked.  One  chip 
from  the  bar  is  taken  in  charge  by  one  as 
sayer,  and  the  other  chip  by  another,  mi 
that  two  separate  and  distinct  assays  aic 
m.'idc  on  each  bar,  thus  jjrecluding  the 
possibility  of  error  when  the  results  aiv 
tiiuiUy  compared.  The  assays  are  made  by 
what  is  known  as  the  "nitric  acid  jjroce.ss.  " 
and  if  the  bar  be  homogeneous,  the  result
